Nothing can be said in favor of kissing 
a baby. He can be taught to manifest 
affection in other ways—ways that are 
more easily taught and learned and-.more 
readily acquired. The objections are im- 
portant. Babies get most of their in. 
fections through the nose and mouth. A 
right young baby has considerable immu- 
nity to measles, whooping cough, scarlet 
fever, and diphtheria so long as he is 
drinking mother’s milk. then he 
has almost no immunity to coryza, the 
common cold. Kissing spreads coryza. 
A mother can infect her baby even 
though she has no symptoms of cold. If 
she has an acute cold with fever it is 
difficult for her to avoid infecting him 
and impossible if she kisses him.
